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Redford loses 
caucus member as 
pressure continues 


Leadership attack. 
Calgary MLA says 
premier 'not a nice lady' 


Premier Alison Redford was 
a leader under siege Thurs¬ 
day, facing caucus turmoil, 
an office in disarray and an 
accusation that she is an 
abusive bully, prone to tan¬ 
trums and fits of rage. 

It’s the latest chapter in 
what has become Redford’s 
nightmarish narrative of 
sagging support amid rev¬ 
elations of lavish spending 
on herself and her inner 
circle. 

On Wednesday, she tried 
to stem the caucus revolt 
by agreeing to pay back 
$45,000 she and her aide, 
Brad Stables, spent to fly 
to South Africa for Nelson 
Mandela’s funeral. 

That was not enough, 
however, to stop Calgary 


backbencher Len Webber 
from quitting caucus Thurs¬ 
day to sit as an Independent. 

Webber told reporters 
in Calgary that Redford is 
disrespectful and has issues 
with uncontrolled anger. 

“She’s just really not a 
nice lady,” Webber said. “I 
cannot return to work and 
sit on the same side as long 
as Alison Redford is sitting 
at the helm.” 

Webber had already an¬ 
nounced his intention to 
seek the Conservative nom¬ 
ination in the new federal 
riding of Calgary Confedera¬ 
tion. 

Redford, asked later by 
reporters in Edmonton for 
her reaction to Webber’s 
remarks, said “no reaction.” 

She made the comment 
as she left Government 
House. Inside, Redford’s 
caucus met without her to 
hash out matters in a pri¬ 
vate discussion. Many re¬ 
fused to say anything when 


they emerged. 

Deputy premier Dave 
Hancock said as far as he 
knows, no one else is leav¬ 
ing caucus and measures 
will be in place to make sure 
everyone feels they have a 
voice. 

“This premier is a very 
strong premier. She has got 
strong leadership qualities 
and she has a strong cau¬ 
cus.” 

Hancock said Webber’s 
remarks are tainted by the 
fact he is an ex-cabinet min¬ 
ister. 

“He could not take the 
fact that in this business 
there are ups and there are 
downs,” said Hancock. 

After returning from 
Government House, Red¬ 
ford did not attend the start 
of question period to take 
questions from the other 
leaders. She has missed 
question period three of the 
last four days.

The Lister Hall Student 
Association (LHSA) was sus¬ 
pended earlier this week after 
the office of student judicial 
affairs launched an investiga¬ 
tion into the organization’s 


Skulk Week. 

Described by LHSA 
president Sam Wright as a 
week-long event for the Lister 
residence buildings, Skulk 
Week kicked off Jan. 11, but 
was abruptly shut down by 
the student association after 
rumours of hazing were 
brought to Wright’s attention. 

“It came down to the open¬ 
ing ceremonies and some 
things run by one of our VPs,” 
Wright said. “It did come 
down to one person.” 

The VP of Henday was fired 
based on allegations of haz- 
ing-like behaviour, including 
the dances and chants, Metro 
was told by an anonymous 
source. And now the LHSA is 
barred from registering as a 


student group next year. 

According to Wright, they 
had immediately dealt with 
the complaint, or so they 
thought. 

Petros Kusmu, president of 
the U of A student union, said 
the LHSA made the right call 
after hearing of the alleged 
incident. 

“As soon as they heard 
there was a possible allegation 
they took decisive and quick 
action to fire the responsible 
party and distance themselves 
from those actions as soon as 
possible,” Kusmu said. 

Deborah Eerlces, director 
of the Office of Student Judi¬ 
cial Affairs, said investigators 
take into account the actions 
of student associations follow-

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Big blind? Province bets 
high on oilsands growth, 
but industry not so sure 


The Alberta government is 
banking on rising production 
in the oilsands to help bank¬ 
roll the province — but the 
government’s forecasting a 
rosier picture than the indus- 
tiy itself. 

Based on an estimated 36 
per cent rise in production, 
the government anticipates 
taking in $7 billion in roy¬ 
alty revenue by the time the 
2016-17 budget year rolls 
around. 

That increase will come 
partially as plants pay out 
their initial costs and start 
paying higher royalties, but 
the government is also count¬ 
ing on output rising to more 
than 2.8 million barrels a day 
in 2017 — a number much 
higher than what the industiy 
expects. 

A report from the Can¬ 
adian Association of Petrol¬ 
eum producers last June esti¬ 
mated production would rise 
to 2.6 million barrels a day 
over the same time frame. 

Energy department 

spokesperson Gerald 


Kastendieclc said the govern¬ 
ment’s production targets are 
based on what operators have 
told them they will submit. 

Wildrose finance critic 
Rob Anderson said he’s con¬ 
cerned the government is be¬ 
ing far too optimistic. 


Royalties 


61 % 

In 2014-15, oilsands royalties will 
account for 61 per cent of all royalties 
the government receives. In 2003-04, 
they accounted for just 2.6 per cent. 


“We’re assuming eveiy- 
thing is going to be at the 
high end, revenue-wise, for an 
indefinite period of time and 
we know that in Alberta that 
isn’t how it works,” he said. 

He said industiy is usu¬ 
ally pretty optimistic about 
growth and to have the gov¬ 
ernment’s numbers even 
higher is worrying.

“This is a veiy sophisti¬ 
cated fraud, requiring thou¬ 
sands of documents,” said 
Det. Stewart Kirtio at the 
headquarters for Alberta Law 
Enforcement Response Teams 
(ALERT) on Thursday. 

To date, ALERT is aware of 
100 such incidents, recover¬ 
ing 53 vehicles around the 
world, including 13 from Al¬ 
berta alone. 

Code-named Project Alter¬ 
nator, investigators have 
spent more than a year look¬ 
ing into the fraud, identifying 
people in Alberta and Quebec 
participating in the scam and 
linking it to organized crime. 

While most of the vehicles 
were sold to a close network 
of friends and family, Kirtio 
said if anyone in the province 
purchased a new or demo 
vehicle from Quebec at a 
steep discount, they should 
contact police.

Thirty-eight minutes in and I 
want to die. 

That’s all it took for me to 
regret doing an article on the 
Edmonton police’s Run With 
Recruiters training class. 

As I desperately guzzled 
water, I realized I wasn’t even 
at the halfway mark of the 
1.5-hour-long class. 

“It’s going to be tough,” 
one of the officers said as I 
walked into the gym earlier 
Monday night. 

Recruits ran around the 
gym and, being a runner 
myself, I thought “I can do 
this, right?” 

Cue overconfidence. 

We ran for about 25 
minutes — which is toler¬ 
able — except we were also 
told to sprint, then jog, now

high knees, now kick your 
legs to your butt. Now do 10 
push-ups. 

Seriously, kill me now. 

We then were divided into 
seven groups and sprint- 
relayed across the gym, doing 
it about three to four times. 

Just when I thought 
there couldn’t be more pain 
left in the torture chest, we 
moved into what I call Hell 
on Earth. Each group was 
given a stationaiy bike as 
recruits formed a small circle 
around it. 

We would all rotate 
through the circle twice, 
doing different exercises like 
push-ups and burpees for a 
minute each. By the time I 
made it through the circle 
again, my thighs hurt. My 
arms hurt. My calves hurt. 

But through this test of 
endurance, the one thing 
that impressed me was the 
dedication of these recruits. 
Many were dedicated to their 
fitness, something I could see 
in eveiy stride they made and 
in the encouraging words 
they shouted. 

As much as I hated the 
class while I was there, I was 
thankful for the experience.

“Whatever you do, do not 
step on the crest. Otherwise, 
he’ll make you do 12 burpees.” 

Those are key words to new 
recruits visiting the Run With 
Recruiters class for the first 
time, many of whom persevere 
through the difficult exercise 
class by encouraging cheers 
from fellow recruits. 

Respect for the service is 
something practised even after 


recruits become officers — one 
reason why recruiters teach it 
alongside the class’s exercises. 

“There’s a certain level of 
respect with the crest, espe¬ 
cially when you go into the div¬ 
ision,” said EPS recruiter Const. 
Dayna Bulas. 

“Physical fitness is obvious¬ 
ly a big component of our job 
and respect is important to 
learn now as they go through 
becoming an officer.” 

Aside from the commit¬ 
ment to respect, Bulas said the 
class isn’t your average circuit 
training. 

“It pushes them to a level 
they probably wouldn’t do on 
their own,” she said. 

The class goes above and 
beyond the physical rewards by 
recognizing those who practise 
teamwork. 

Recognition is doled out 
with what would otherwise ap¬ 


pear to some as a simple beige- 
coloured hard hat. The hat is 
given to one class member each 
week who best embodies the 
spirit of dedication and perse¬ 
verance, according to class cre¬ 
ator Const. Roop Baweja. 

“The one who touches the 
hard hat is the hardest-working 
person on the run — not the 
most fit. It’s just the person 
who gives the most effort that 
night. I try to make people all 
want to earn that hat,” he said. 

With participants of all 
skill level welcomed to the 
class, many will have to work 
to achieve the fitness level re¬ 
quired to pass the Edmonton 
police beep test needed to 
move forward in the policing 
world. 

Once men and women be¬ 
come officers, they then are 
tested each year based on the 
skills needed out in the field,

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Unstable layers. Avalanche 
centre issues warning after 
four deaths over six nays 


A warning has been issued by 
the Canadian Avalanche Cen¬ 
tre after four deaths over six 
days in B.C. and Alberta. 

Karl Klassen of the Public 
Avalanche Warning Service 
says unstable layers of snow 
have been a significant prob¬ 
lem for weeks, and areas once 
considered safe may not be 
now 

Klassen says the two deaths 
involving snowmobiles in B.C. 
occurred in forestry cut blocks 
where logging had occurred, 
which means it’s no longer 
safe riding below the treeline. 


Until conditions improve, 
the centre recommends that 
those using the backcountry 
should travel on small, low- 
angle terrain and avoid large 
slopes. 

Two people were killed in 
an avalanche Saturday while 
snowshoeing with a group 
near Lake Louis, Alta. 

Klassen says it’s import¬ 
ant that all backcountiy users 
have essential equipment like 
an avalanche transceiver, a 
probe and a shovel, regardless 
of expected conditions.

EDMONTON FOOD REVOLUTION 
COULD SPICE UP CITY ECONOMY

When you think of Edmon¬ 
ton’s strongest sectors, energy, 
education and science probably 
come to mind. But does food? 
It should, since Edmontonians 
eat out more than almost all 
other Canadians. 

Recognizing this, Edmon¬ 
ton Economic Development, 
usually a champion of tech and 
energy, announced this week a 
grand attempt to bring more 
attention to Edmonton’s red- 
hot hospitality industry. Host 
Edmonton, an annual three- 
day event starting May 22, has 
a lineup that rivals big-city con¬ 
ferences like Eat! Vancouver. 

Expect Food Network stars 
Christine Crushing and Marc 
Murphy of Chopped, a city¬ 
wide contest to find the best 
cocktail in town and a con¬ 
cert by a “big recording artist” 
that EED hospitality manager 
Jimmy Shewchulc could not yet 
divulge. 


“Right now, there’s a real 
renaissance in Edmonton (hos¬ 
pitality),” Shewchulc told me 
at Tuesday’s announcement at 
Hundred, with Host speaker 
Kevin Brauch of the Thirsty 
Traveller fixing up breakfast 
cocktails. 

“You talk about economic 
diversification — this is it!” 
added D’Arcy Vane, director of 
the Enterprise Edmonton div¬ 
ision. 

Few local industries have 
seen as much strength lately as 
hospitality, not just in terms of 
job growth but consumer con¬ 
fidence. 

Having one of the highest 
incomes in the country has 
afforded Albertans to spend 
$667 million on bars and res¬ 
taurants in 2011, almost 10 per 
cent more than the year prior. 
And though Statistics Canada 
doesn’t keep city numbers, 
its 2011 data found Albertans 
spend $850 per capita on res¬ 
taurants — far more than any 
other province.

20s on the cusp of the world’s 
food renaissance.

Edmonton’s dining scene 
was nothing to brag about 
when I moved here in 2006, 
but now places like Duchess 
Bake Shop and Tres Camales 
have put us on the culinaiy 
map.

Shew- 
chulc and Vane, who thought 
up the event late last year, 
don’t just want to invite people 
into the industry’s kitchen but 
also hope to entice chefs to 
Edmonton from around the 
world.

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Crimean referendum prompts West 
to increase threats against Russia 



Crisis in Ukraine. 

Gov’t and Western 
allies warn Russia 
against trying to annex 
strategic peninsula 


Russia conducted new militaiy 
manoeuvres near its border 
with Ukraine on Thursday, 
and President Vladimir Putin 
said the world shouldn’t blame 
his countiy for what he called 
Ukraine’s “internal crisis.” 

In Crimea, where the public 
will vote on Sunday whether 
to break away from Ukraine 
and become part of Russia, 
jitteiy residents lined up at 
their banks to withdraw cash 
from their accounts amid un¬ 
certainty over the future of 
the peninsula, which Russian 
troops now control. 

U.S. Secretary of State John 
Kerry and Russian Foreign Min¬ 
ister Sergey Lavrov plan to meet 


in London on Friday in a last- 
ditch bid to end the standoff 
over the Crimean referendum, 
which Ukraine and the West 
have rejected as illegitimate. 

In Berlin, German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel sharply criti¬ 
cized Russia, saying the territor¬ 
ial integrity of Ukraine cannot 
be compromised. 

Speaking to Germany’s 
parliament, Merkel said Rus¬ 
sia risks “massive” political and 
economic consequences, if it 
does not enter into “negotia¬ 
tions that achieve results” over 
the situation in Ukraine. 

If Moscow does not begin 
to “de-escalate” the situation, 
Merkel said, the 28 European 
Union nations, the U.S. and 
other allies are prepared to take 
even stronger measures such as 
freezing bank accounts of Rus¬ 
sians and implementing travel 
restrictions that would hit Rus¬ 
sia economically. 

On Wednesday, Moscow 
rejected the Ukrainian govern¬ 
ment’s claim that a massive 


Russian militaiy buildup near 
the countries’ border was rais¬ 
ing the threat of a possible in¬ 
vasion. 

But on Thursday Russia’s 
Defence Ministry announced 
that thousands of Russian 
troops in their regions of Ros¬ 


tov, Belgorod, Kursk and Tam¬ 
bov bordering Ukraine are in¬ 
volved in the exercises, which 
will continue until the end of 
the month. 

Putin, who has received his 
parliament’s permission to use 
the Russian militaiy in Ukraine, 


has warned that he reserves 
the right to “use all means” 
to protect Russian speakers in 
Ukraine from violent national¬ 
ists, even though there have 
been no signs they are facing 
such a threat.

Malaysia Airlines. Search 
widens for missing plane right! advocate 


Malaysian authorities expanded 
their search for a missing plane 
westward toward India on 
Thursday, saying it may have 
flown for several hours after its 
last contact with the ground. 

That scenario would make 
finding the Boeing 777 a vastly 
more difficult task, and raises 
the possibility that searchers 
have been looking in the wrong 
place for the plane and its 239 
passengers and crew since it 


disappeared early Saturday. 

Search planes were sent 
Thursday to search an area off 
the southern tip of Vietnam 
where Chinese satellite images 
showed three suspected float¬ 
ing objects, but they saw only 
ocean.

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Researchers find new liny T-Rex ‘cousin’ 


Alaska. Arctic 
discovery suggests 
region is littered with 
fossils 


Scientists have discovered a 
new species of dinosaur that 
called the Arctic home 70 mil¬ 
lion years ago. 

Nanuqsaurus hoglundi 


was a — relatively — tiny 
cousin of the Tyrannosaurus 
rex. 

The unidentified fossilized 
fragments of the skull and 
jaw were found in northern 
Alaska almost eight years 
ago, in an area known as the 
Kilcak-Tegosealc quariy, on 
the North Slope close to the 
Yukon border. 

“The big difference be¬ 
tween Tyrannosaurus rex

and Nanuqsaurus, and Tarbo- 
saurus for example, which is 
the Asian tyrannosaur, is that 
Nanuqsaurus is about half the 


size,” said Tony Fiorillo of the 
Perot Museum of Nature and 
Science in Texas. 

“We feel that’s an adapta¬ 
tion to life in the North.” 

Nanuqsaurus — named 
for the native Inupiat word 
for polar bear — had a skull 
about 64 centimetres long 
and stood about two metres 
high at the hip. 

He inhabited a drastically 
different Arctic than the one 


we know today. During the 
Cretaceous period, the area 
was a coastal plain covered 
in tall, conifer forests and 
flowering plants. The temper¬ 
ature would have been simi¬ 
lar to western Canada today. 

Although Alberta is world- 
famous for its dinosaur bone 
beds, Fiorillo said the Arctic 
remains largely uncharted 
territoiy. The 2006 dig pro¬ 
duced not one, but two new 


dinosaur species. Fiorillo and 
his colleagues have also iden¬ 
tified a new species of horned 
dinosaur from the Kilcak- 
Tegosealc quariy, east of the 
massive Colville River. 

“I can tell you that it’s ab¬ 
solutely mind-blowing that 
out of the very same hole in 
the ground we got not one, 
but two brand new dino¬ 
saurs,” he said.

Attack on army 
bus kills 1 

Masked gunmen opened 
fire on an army bus in 
Cairo on Thursday, killing 
one soldier and wounding 
three in a rare attack on 
troops in the Egyptian cap¬ 
ital, security officials and a 
militaiy spokesman said. 

Security officials, who 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they 


were not authorized to 
talk to the media, did not 
say who was responsible 
for the attack, which bore 
the hallmarks of Islamic 
militants.

Former police colonel 
testifies, grisly crime

Photographs of Oscar Pistor¬ 
ius’s cocked 9-mm pistol lying 
on a mat on the blood-stained 
bathroom floor and the blood 
splatter on walls and furni¬ 
ture in his house were shown 
at the double-amputee Olym¬ 
pian’s murder trial Thursday, 
building a detailed picture 
of the scene where he killed 
Reeva Steenlcamp. 

One of the first two police 
officers at the house to inves¬ 
tigate the shooting testified 
that he followed a “trail of 
blood” when he got there. 

Former police colonel G.S. 
van Rensburg said he traced 
spots and bigger blood marks 
downstairs where Steenlcamp 
lay dead from three gunshot 
wounds and followed them 
across the floor, up the stair¬ 


case, through a small lounge 
area and then into Pistorius’s 
bedroom. Ultimately, van Ren¬ 
sburg reached the bathroom 
where the world-famous ath¬ 
lete shot his girlfriend in the 
early hours of Valentine’s Day 
last year. 

There, van Rensburg said 
he found Pistorius’s gun, ham¬ 
mer back and the safety off, on 
a mat. There were also spent 
bullet casings, cellphones 
and a blood-soalced towel on 
the bathroom floor, and the 
cricket bat Pistorius says he 
used to break down the toilet 
door to get to Steenlcamp. In 
the toilet cubicle, there was a 
darker pool of blood and the 
wooden splinters where the 
locked door, through which 
Pistorius shot the model, had 
been bashed through. 

Pistorius, 27, faces a pos¬ 
sible life sentence if convicted 
of murder. He has pleaded not 
guilty to all charges against 
him and says he shot the 
29-year-old Steenlcamp by 
mistake, thinking she was a 
dangerous intruder in the tiny 
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blood* 

bedroom 


toilet cubicle in a bathroom of 
his Pretoria villa. Prosecutors 
charge that he intentionally 
killed her. 

Details in the photos were 
highlighted by the prosecu¬ 
tion as part of its case against 
Pistorius. One was a gun hol¬ 
ster on a table by the side of 
the bed where Pistorius says 
Steenlcamp, and not him, was 
sleeping that night. The size 
of the bedroom suggested 
Pistorius had to walk close 
to where he says he thought 
Steenlcamp was still sleeping 
to get to the bathroom. In the 
bathroom, the gun rested on 
a mat that was clean and out 
of kilter with the blood stains 
around it, head prosecutor 
Gerrie Nel noted. 

As van Rensburg, who re¬ 
signed from the police force 
last year, was led through 
each photograph by Nel, Pis¬ 
torius mainly kept his head 
down in court and appeared 
to avoid looking at the TV 
monitors where the images 
were shown. The screen next 
to Pistorius was switched off

Marijuana job fair 
stokes high level 
of interest in Denver 



Homegrown demand. 

Line of job applicants 
snaked around corner 
as legal pot business 
lights up big profits 


When Tim Cullen was open¬ 
ing his first marijuana business 
four years ago, the high school 
biology teacher-tumed-pot 
entrepreneur struggled to get 
resumes and references from 
job applicants. 

“Eveiyone’s experience was 
on the black market,” Cullen 
said. Now, he said, “it’s come 
out of the closet.” 

Out of the closet, down the 
street and around the comer. 
That’s where the line of hope¬ 
fuls stretched Thursday outside 
a central Denver office building 
that was hosting a marijuana 
industry job fair. 


Cullen, who owns two retail 
marijuana shops and is a part¬ 
ner in a company that makes 
hash oil and another that 
makes vaporizers, was among 
representatives from about a 
dozen businesses reviewing ap¬ 
plications. 

O.penVAPE, Cullen’s vapor¬ 
izers company, organized the 


fair to meet its own growing 
staffing needs and help others 
in the industry, said company 
spokesman Todd Mitchem.

Need for Speed. Action- 
packed racing tale based 
on a video game not one 
for the intellectual crowd 


Richard: Steve, remember the 
Mazda commercials that were 
on a few years ago? I felt like 
the kid from those ads was sit¬ 
ting on my shoulder whisper¬ 
ing “zoom, zoom” into my ear 
for the entire running time of 
The Hot Wheels Movie, er.... 
Need for Speed. This is a fast 
paced car race movie that zips 
along as quickly as you’d hope 
a movie with the word speed 
in the title would, but charac¬ 
ter wise, it’s not quite as fast 
or furious as you might like. 
The cars are the stars, while 
the characters are largely left 
in the dust. What did you 
think? 


SG: Yes, the way they’re up¬ 
staged by the racing sequen¬ 
ces, the term “vehicular man¬ 
slaughter” could easily apply 
to the actors. Sure, Aaron Paul 
showed us he had chops in 
Breaking Bad but that only 
makes the choice of playing 
a gravelly-voiced, vengeance¬ 
seeking street car racer all 
the more curious. After all, as 
much as Need For Speed tries 
to design depth in its charac¬ 
ters, nobody in the thriller rises 
above conveniently routine. Or 
all that interesting. 

RC: I liked the race scenes. They 
feel authentic and by and large 
done by brave speed demon 
stunt drivers without the use 
of CGI. They’re exciting, pedal- 
to-the-metal sequences that 
put the audience in the driver’s 
seat. You have to wonder about 
glorifying the romance of reck¬ 
less street racing, but the movie 


isn’t a commercial for vehicular 
mayhem. There are some wild 
rides, but there are also conse¬ 
quences for many of the driv¬ 
ers and their need for speed. I 
just wish the characters were 
stronger. It says something 
when the movie’s most inter¬ 
esting character — the eccen¬ 
tric millionaire the Monarch, 
played by Michael Keaton — 
never gets behind the wheel of 
a car. 

SG: He was definitely working 
the same oddball over-the-top 
angles as Nicolas Cage. Imo¬ 
gen Poots (That Awkward Mo¬ 
ment) was appealing enough 
as a British assistant of the 
car’s owner who hitchhikes 
along with Paul for the na¬ 
tionwide ride. However, I 
couldn’t help thinking how 
contrived the entire plot was. 
Then again, I suppose that 
shouldn’t be surprising con¬ 


sidering the stoiy was culled 
from a video game — albeit a 
veiy successful video game. 

RC: Need for Speed isn’t Down- 
ton Abbey. It’s a car crazy stoiy 
where characters take a back¬ 
seat to the action, but if you 
know what a Two Lane Grass¬ 
hopper is, then you’ll probably 
get a kick out of the driving 
scenes. 

SG: This movie definitely isn’t 
for graduates of Juifiiard’s 
drama program. It’s for high- 
octane gearheads who want 
to stuff their faces with over¬ 
buttered popcorn and watch in¬ 
nocent bystanders and cops get 
taken out in the careless (cut 
cunningly choreographed) act 
of illegal street racing. It does a 
fine job there but I’m not sure 
I’ll remember much else about 
Need for Speed by tomorrow 
morning.

By now many of you may 
have gotten wind of the latest 
“event” movie from Danish 
enfant terrible Lars von Trier, 
he of the malevolent mind 
bender Antichrist, the Bjork- 
starring anti-musical Dancer 
in the Dark and the lush Mel¬ 
ancholia. 

When von Trier releases a 
film, the cinema world races 
around him in circles, debat¬ 
ing furiously, cheering and 
jeering in equal measure. He 
knows this and clearly loves 
to push boundaries and but¬ 
tons. 

With his latest opus, the 
pornographic masterwork 


Nymphomaniac, the film¬ 
maker doesn’t just push 
boundaries, he decimates 
them. The movie stars von 
Trier’s muse, actress and pop 
star Charlotte Gainsbourg as 
Joe, a self-described sex ad¬ 
dict whose lifelong free-fall 
into carnality has both liber¬ 
ated her and led her to lubri¬ 
cated ruin. 

After dropping jaws all 
over Europe, the five-hour 


Nymphomaniac opens in se¬ 
lect Canadian markets next 
Friday, ready to shake our 
sensibilities with is caval¬ 
cade of extreme and explicit 
couplings. This writer was 
invited to the Toronto press 
screening last week, along 
with most of Hogtown’s 
finest critics. It was an ele¬ 
phantine affair, beginning 
at 9 a.m. and climaxing 
at 2 p.m. and was indeed 


an “event”, complete with 
intermission to provide a 
breather from the non-stop 
emissions. The movie is, of 
course, more than just a 
star-studded sex film and is 
in fact, very edifying, 

Here then, related in as 
family-friendly a fashion as 
possible, are five things I 
learned while stuffed into 
a sweaty cinema watching 
Nymphomaniac...

Sex is like fly fishing 

The framework of Nympho¬ 
maniac consists of a battered 
Joe relating her salacious life 
story to a kindly bachelor 
(played by von Trier regular 
Stellan Slcarsgard) who con¬ 
vincingly draws every one of 
her penetrating anecdotes 
back to the art of fly-fishing, 
complete with beautifully 
shot footage of the hobby 
sport. 

Shia LaBeouf has 
nothing to hide 

He may be marauding 
around Hollywood with 
a bag on his head, but 
troubled Nymphomaniac co- 
star LaBeouf leaves no other 
part of his anatomy to the 


imagination here, dressed as 
he is in nothing more than a 
smile for half the film’s run¬ 
ning time. 

Mini-muffins taste 
great post coitus 

During the intermission 
between Nymphomaniac 
Part One and Part Two, the 
publicist treated us wobbly- 
lcneed critics to a spread of 
mini-muffins, juice and cof¬ 
fee. It was odd discussing 
LaBeouf’s beef and Gains¬ 
bourg’s fluid performance 
while huffing down bran, 
but it was all part of the ex¬ 
perience. 

The silent duck 

Unfortunately, I cannot elab¬ 
orate on this plot-point, the 
revelation of which stretch¬ 
es more than the imagina¬ 
tion. To learn more, you’ll 
just have to see the film. 

And I heartily suggest you 
do see the film. Because the 
beauty of Nymphomaniac 
and all of von Trier’s work is 
that hidden inside its outra¬ 
geous exterior is something 
profound, poetic and deeply 
human.

Fulfilling fan dreams — for a price 



Kickstarter craze. 

As the new Veronica 
Mars film hits theatres, 
opinions are mixed 
on the business of 
celebs asking fans to 
finance their projects 


Rob Thomas knew he might 
make movie history by 
using Kickstarter to crowd- 
fund his Veronica Mars film. 
But he wasn’t prepared for 
the posters. 

Of all the prizes offered 
to donors of Veronica Mars 

— everything from a digital 
copy of the script for $10 to 
a walk-on cameo for $10,000 

— the most taxing was auto¬ 
graphing the cast-signed post¬ 
ers promised to more than 
5,000 backers. It took several 
hand-cramping days and con¬ 
stant shuttling of boxes from 
one signee to the next. 

“We’ve got our own post¬ 
er handler who is in charge 
of getting them to us and 
getting them signed,” Thom¬ 


as said in a recent interview. 
“It’s required, like, its own 
department.” 

But, he adds, “This movie 
would not exist if we had 
not gone down this path.” 

It’s been a year since 
Thomas sent shock waves 
through the movie industry 
by turning to the crowd¬ 
funding site Kickstarter to 
help finance a movie based 


on his cultishly adored but 
short-lived high-school de¬ 
tective series. Today, the 
movie hits theatres and 
video-on-demand. As the 
first high-profile celebrity 
project to drum up money 
on Kickstarter, Veronica 
Mars is a trailblazer, albeit 
one with a cloudy legacy. 

Thomas has already been 
followed by projects by Zach 


Braff (to fund his second dir¬ 
ectorial effort) and Spike Lee 
(to raise cash for his latest 
“joint”). The land rush into 
a new avenue of funding 
(a major struggle for most 
filmmakers) has raised ques¬ 
tions about the ethics of fan- 
based financing. (Contribu¬ 
tors pay for different levels 
of rewards, but don’t share 
in profits.) 


Veronica Mars may have 
introduced a democratic 
spirit to a green-lighting pro¬ 
cess usually controlled by 
film executives, but it has 
also opened a Pandora’s box 
where, critics say, established 
insiders can take advantage 
of their loyal followings. 

“It’s a brilliant idea that’s 
gotten out of hand,” House of 
Cards producer Dana Brun- 
etti recently said at a SXSW 
panel discussion. ”It’s wrong 
when people like Zach Braff 
or Spike Lee use that same 
service to fund their films 
when they already have ac¬ 
cess. I think it overshadows 
and takes away from the little 
guys who actually need the 
handing." 

Thomas says he’d rather 
not be considered a poster 
boy for Kickstarter. “Every 
project has its own separate 
concerns,” he says. Instead, 
he believes the choice is up 
to consumers. 

“If it bothers you that 
Zach Braff probably has a lot 
of money from Scrubs,” says 
Thomas, “then don’t give to 
it.”

20 years later. New 
book examines the 
lasting legacy of Kurt 
Cobain and Nirvana 


On the afternoon of April 
8, 1994, news came that 
a body had been found in 
a greenhouse behind 171 
Lake Washington Blvd. E. in 
Seattle. The victim had died 
of a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound to the head. 

Twenty years later, we’re 
still fascinated by Kurt Co¬ 
bain, his music and his leg¬ 
acy.

Heavier Than Heaven, tries 
to explain why Kurt and 
Nirvana still matter with 
a new book, Here We Are 
Now: The Lasting Impact of 
Kurt Cobain. 

If you were there, you 
know why Kurt matters. 

But if you weren’t... 

It’s been two decades, so 
virtually almost everyone 
in college today wasn’t 
alive when Kurt was a cur¬ 
rent artist. So the debate 
does spring up. Why does 
Nirvana matter? Who was 
Kurt? And what is it about 
this music that is signifi¬ 
cant in our cultural his¬ 
tory? That’s what I attempt 
to tackle in this new book. 

So how do we not sound 
like that grumpy old guy 
who’s always yelling at us 
to get off his lawn? 

Well, you DO sound old! 

But I think there’s a great 
nostalgia for that era. Rare¬ 
ly am I at a show where I 
feel that the whole axis of 
the universe is tilting. And 
that’s the way it felt with a 
lot of these Seattle bands in 
the late ’80s and early ’90s. 
The music these men cre¬ 
ated has ramifications that 
are being felt today. 

To look at the impact 
of just Nevermind — an 



album that has sold some¬ 
where north of 30 million 
copies — it is truly extra¬ 
ordinary. 

You wonder how many 
people who bought that 
record started a band 
because there’s so much of 
the sound of Nirvana that 
you can hear in the groups 
that followed. 


And we can’t just stop with 
music, can we? 

One of the things that I 
discovered is that grunge is 
now a term within fashion. 
If you go to nordstrom.com 
and type in grunge, you’ll 
find maybe a hundred items 
for sale. The word has had 
a longer life in the fashion 
industiy than in the music 


industiy. 

Will there ever be another 
Kurt? 

There was something about 
Kurt’s star charisma that we 
haven’t seen in music — and 
in that way, he was like John 
Lennon, Bono and Bruce 
Springsteen. That’s why I 
think Kurt’s music stands 


above all others in the last 
20 or so years.

It seems Andrea Martin’s role 
as an irrepressibly madcap 
matriarch on Working the En¬ 
gels also extends behind the 
scenes.

An impressive lineup 
of guest stars have already 
filmed appearances, a num¬ 
ber that includes Colin 
Mochrie, Kids in the Hall vet¬ 
eran Scott Thompson, Argo 
actor Victor Garber and Mar¬ 
tin’s old SCTV pals Martin 
Short and Eugene Levy. 

In the case of those last 
two, Martin says the bond she 
still shares with her old com¬ 
edic collaborators allows for a 
comfortable chemistry. 


“We talk three or four 
times a week, all of us,” she 
said.

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Arthur Chu. Mad king of Jeopardy! loses 
throne over question about George VI 



Arthur Chu, who won big 
money while talcing heat for 
his renegade style, finished in 
third place with zero dollars 
on Wednesday’s edition of the 
syndicated quiz show Jeopardy! 

He had reigned for 12 
days. His total winnings were 
$297,200 US. “A great run,” 
summed up host Alex Trebek. 

Chu was unseated by Diana 
Peloquin of Ann Arbor, Mich., 
who led for the day with 
$15,700. 

Chu had struggled for much 
of the show when, in Final Jeop¬ 
ardy, he risked, and lost, his 
entire day’s bankroll — $6,400 
— on the question: “He was the 
last male monarch who had 
not previously been Prince of 
Wales.” 

Only Peloquin had the cor¬ 
rect response: George VI. 

The 30-year-old Chu, a resi¬ 
dent of Broadview Heights, 
Ohio, has described himself on 
Twitter as “mad genius, comed¬ 
ian, actor and freelance voice 
over artist.” 

He applied that mad genius 
in his approach to Jeopardy! 
brinkmanship, ditching the 
time-honoured practice of 


polishing off each category’s 
questions one by one. Instead, 
he took a hopscotch approach 
to his category choices, which 
tended to keep his opponents 
off-kilter. 

He also concluded that 
the bottom rows of the game 
board are most likely to con¬ 
tain the hidden Daily Doubles, 
and he played accordingly. 

Chu’s strategy fuelled in¬ 
dignation from Jeopardy! trad¬ 
itionalists, who contended that 
such an aggressive style was 


somehow unsportsmanlike 
and exhibited a lack of respect 
for the game. 

Chu “rejected the unwrit¬ 
ten rule that the guy or gal 
with the most facts wins,” 
said On the Media host Brooke 
Gladstone on an episode of 
the public radio show last 
month, “and replaced it with 
the appalling idea that you can 
outwit your opponent with 
the wily application of game 
theory.”

BEAVERBROOK 
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Prince of dubstep gets playful on Recess 


Skrillex. Grammy- 
winning producer’s 
first full-length features 
collaborations with 
Chance the Rapper, 
Ragga Twins and others 


Skrillex has dropped a sur¬ 
prise on the Internet this 
week, a full-length album 
featuring big-name col¬ 
laborations and refreshing 
twists on the dubstep beat. 

American electronic 
music producer Sonny 
Moore, 26, has become one 
of the best-known names in 
the dubstep genre since he 
first started releasing tracks 
on his Myspace page under 
the name Skrillex in 2010. 

Since then, both he and 
the genre have gained a 
lot of name recognition. 
Skrillex has picked up six 
Grammy Awards, and dub- 
step’s distinctive noise — 
the pulsing wub-wubs and 
lurching drops — have per¬ 
colated into mainstream 
pop and dance radio hits. 

Despite the success, 
Skrillex hadn’t actually re¬ 
leased a full album. That 
changed Tuesday, when, 
with little fanfare, tracks 
from his debut release Re¬ 


cess began to stream on 
his free app Alien Ride for 
iPhone and Android. 

At first listen, the stand¬ 
out tracks are those where 
Skrillex teams up with 
high-profile collaborators 
including Chance the Rap¬ 
per, Diplo and Passion Pit 
vocalist Michael Angelalcos. 

The eponymous and in¬ 
stantly danceable Recess 
blends the talents of Angel- 
alcos, Kill The Noise and Fat- 
man Scoop into a bouncy, 
high-energy piece that’s 
easy to leave on repeat. 

The mid-album track 
Coast is Clear, carried by 
Chicago’s Chance the Rap¬ 
per, is another highlight, 
and a marked departure 
from the typical dubstep 
sound. 

Vocal harmonies and 
brass backup add much- 
needed variety and texture 
to the album. 

And Doompy Poomp is 
nothing but nonsensical 
fun — a mishmash of off- 
kilter beats, filtered vocal 
samples, tambourines, bells 
and other delightful noise 
accents. 

The rest of the album is 
more hit-and-miss. When 
the hook catches, the track 
can hold an instant appeal 
(Ease My Mind) but in other 
places the waves of bass

and drops can become over 
whelming, and even worse, 
indistinguishable. 


But it’s probably best 
not to think too hard about 
Skrillex — if the music 


works for you, the appeal 
is visceral, and if it doesn’t, 
no amount of critical analy¬ 
sis will change that. 

Skrillex has explained 
his music shouldn’t be 
taken too seriously. 

“At the end of the day 
it’s DANCE music,” Skrillex 
wrote in an interview on so¬ 
cial news site Reddit a few 
days before Recess debuted.

Author Liza Monroy, a self- 
proclaimed love fool, gleefully 
admits her appreciation for 
the romantic comedy genre in 
her new memoir, The Marriage 
Act. 

While she isn’t deluded by 
fantasy, she insists that eveiy 
relationship can be distilled 
into a rom-com. Take her first 
marriage — to her gay best 
friend in 2001, just after 9/11 
— for example. “With Emir, 
eveiything was so absurd, a 
comedy of errors,” she says. 


Her book details the set 
pieces of that stoiy, which in¬ 
cludes a cast of characters and 
series of coincidences that can 
only be described as filmic. 

Monroy’s friend-tumed- 
husband, Emir, is from a con¬ 
servative Middle Eastern coun- 
tiy and his visa is expiring; he 
has not yet come out to his 
family. 

Meanwhile, the pair fear 
outing themselves to Mon¬ 
roy’s mother, a visa chief for 
the State Department, and en¬ 
dangering Emir’s hopes for a 
green card. 

Hilarity — like their Vegas 
nuptials officiated by an Elvis 
impersonator — and anx¬ 
iety — like dodging questions 
about circumcision at the INS 
— ensue. Spoiler alert: As with 
most rom-coms, their narra¬ 
tive has a happy ending. 

More than a decade later, 
Emir remains legally in the 
U.S., and both of them have 
found the kind of life partners 



they had wished for in their 
early ’20s. 

Moreover, DOMA, the fed¬ 
eral law that defined marriage 
as a union solely between part¬ 
ners of the opposite sex, was 
struck down last June, meaning 
that nowadays no one will need 
to make the same sacrifice that 
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Author Liza Monroy contributed 


Monroy did for her friend. 

Although no longer legally 
bound to Emir, she still loves 
him, in a way that transcends 
traditional, silver-screen no¬ 
tions of the word. “We are 
together forever because our 
friendship — our sibling-hood 

— continues,” she says. 

And while she says every¬ 
thing is different from one 
relationship to the next, and 
that her unconventional part¬ 
nership with Emir wasn’t a 
tutorial for married life, the 
newlywed has learned over 
time how to fall in love for real 

— that is, with oneself first. 
She offers her advice: 

Use your judgment 

“Ultimately, when you find 
the right person, you feel it. 
You wouldn’t even think about 
needing advice or asking for 
outside input. Not that you’re 


fully in bliss 24 hours a day, 
but after a conflict, you never 
think, ‘Maybe I shouldn’t be 
in this relationship.’ You know 
it’s not going to work out the 
minute you bad-mouth your 
partner to your friends. That’s 
a red flag.” 

Be ready 

“Get to a place in your life 
where you’re completely fine 
on your own, so that you don’t 
have expectations of a partner. 
Not that you shouldn’t expect 
anything (in a relationship), 
but realize that you don’t 
need someone to do things 
for you or make you feel valid¬ 
ated. I finally decided I didn’t 
need a relationship. If a guy 
showed up who fit into (my 
life), great; if not, I’m just fine 
on my own path. When he 
appeared, it was a nice bonus 
and surprise.” 


Be independent 

“(Marriage) makes you more 
independent because you are 
joining forces with somebody; 
you always have a teammate. 
Knowing that someone has 
your back liberates you to take 
risks, pursue dreams and really 
just be who you are. If some¬ 
one keeps you from doing the 
things you want, makes you 
claustrophobic or is possessive, 
then they’re the wrong person 
for you.” 

Let go 

“You can’t control what an¬ 
other person thinks, does, feels 
— and shouldn’t tiy to. That’s 
why the best relationships are 
effortless, because you just let 
each other be, to grow natural¬ 
ly together instead of growing 
apart. Relinquishing control is 
an important clue that a rela¬ 
tionship will last.” 

In her shoes 

Although the nation’s laws and 
attitudes toward the LGBTQ 
community are shifting in a 
more tolerant direction, Mon¬ 
roy says if she needed to ensure 
Emir’s security in the U.S., she 
would do it all over again. And, 
as she says in The Marriage Act, 
one of her criteria for a partner 
is somebody who respects her 
decision to have married Emir. 

So how did her new hus¬ 
band, Jason, react when she 
told him? Exactly as you’d hope: 
He said he would have done the 
same thing for his friend, too. 

She adds that it was the 
ultimate litmus test, con¬ 
firming that he was the right 
guy for her. “He and Emir get 
along really well,” she beams. 
“They’re similar in that they’re 
extroverted, thoughtful, witty 
people, so they really hit it off.”

Media reports say a Canadian 
junior hockey player whose 
body was found in Michigan 
this week died from asphyxia¬ 
tion, which police believe to 
have been self-inflicted. 

The reports say autopsy 
results for Teriy Trafford, 20, 
were released Thursday—two 
days after the missing athlete 
was found in an SUV in the 
parking lot of a Walmart store 
in Saginaw Township. 

Trafford, who played for 
the Saginaw Spirit, had last 
been seen about 9:30 a.m. on 
March 3 at the Dow Event Cen¬ 
ter, the team’s home arena. 

At one point in the search, 
police said they believed Traf¬ 
ford, a centre with the Spirit, 
might have left the state to 


return to his hometown of 
Toronto. 

His girlfriend previously 
told The Saginaw News that 
he was devastated after the 
team sent him home “for 
partying on a road trip.” 

Trafford had been living 
with team president Craig 
Goslin and the News reported 
Thursday that Goslin told a 
news conference that “none 
of us saw this coming.” 

“Eveiybody around Terry 
that loved him — the coaches, 
the players, former players, 
his billets — none of us ever 
saw any sign of depression,” 
Goslin said. “If he had depres¬ 
sion, he certainly had it hid¬ 
den pretty deep.”

Paralympics. Canada 
overpowered by U.S. in 
sledge hockey semi 


There won’t be a hockey 
sweep in Sochi. 

Declan Farmer had two 
goals and an assist Thursday 
as the United States defeated 
Canada 3-0 in the sledge hock¬ 
ey semifinals at the Paralym¬ 
pic Winter Games. 

It’s a bitter pill to swallow 
for the Canadians, who were 
tiying to become the first 
countiy to win the men’s, 
women’s and sledge hockey 
tournaments at an Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. 

“We were tight. There’s no 
secret that we weren’t mak¬ 


ing crisp, on-the-tape passes, 
and that hurt us. At the same 
time, we had our chances,” 
said Canadian captain Greg 
Westlake. “It seemed like 
we’d have this 10-bell chance 
at their end and then they’d 
come back and the puck 
would end up in our net.” 

Joshua Pauls added a goal 
and an assist for the U.S., 
while Steve Cash made 11 
saves to get the shutout. 

The Americans will face 
Russia in Saturday’s gold- 
medal game at Shayba Arena 


after the hosts defeated Nor¬ 
way 4-0 in Thursday’s other 
semifinal. 

Corbin Watson stopped 
seven shots for Canada, which 
will play Norway for bronze 
on Saturday. 

Gold medallists in 2006, 
Canada was also looking to 
avenge a disappointing fourth- 
place finish on home soil in 
Vancouver in 2010 and was 
perfect through three round- 
robin games, outscoring the 
opposition 15-1. 

But on a night where 


nothing seemed to go their 
way, the Canadians failed to 
convert numerous chances 
in front of Cash, a trend that 
started in their 1-0 victory 
over the Czech Republic on 
Tuesday. 

The Americans will play 
for gold for a second straight 
Paralympics after winning the 
tournament four years ago. 

The U.S. was upset by Rus¬ 
sia 2-1 in their final group 
game here to set up the semi¬ 
final against their bitter rivals. 

Canada came in having 
won the 2013 world cham¬ 
pionship and world sledge 
hockey challenge — with both 
victories coming over the U.S. 
— but lost two of three exhib¬ 
ition meetings with the Amer¬ 
icans in the lead-up to the
